My  dear  Dr.  Speer: 


I  shall  be  grateful  to  you  if  you  can  tell  me  the  dates  of 
your  lectures  at  the  Union  Theological  Seminary,  Richmond,  7a. 

I  purpose  to  be  present.  I  suppose  you  know  that  I  was  four 
years  in  that  Seminary;  I  took  the  regular  course  and  graduated 
there.  Resides  that,  I  have  invited  Mr.  McMillan  to  stay  in  my 
home  while  yon  are  lecturing  at  that  Seminary,  and  I  feel  Quite 
confident  that  he  may  be  able  to  be  there. 


I  hope  that  while  you  are  there,  I  may  be  able  to  have 
several  talks  with  you,  Dr.  Moore  and  Mr.  McMillan  about  a  project 
in  which  I  am  deeply  interested  from  the  very  day  of  my  conversion 
and  to  my  understanding ,  greatly  needed  and  which  could  further 
exceedingly  the  propagation  of  the  Gospel  in  Spain  and  in  Latin 
America.  I  think  I  have  mentioned  it  to  you  in  some  other  occasion. 
It  implies  some  refuge  for  the  ex-priests,  ex-friars  and  ex-nuns 
wherein  they  may  find  themselves  and  start  a  new  life.  No  Protest¬ 
ant  can  imagine  how  many  are  in  distress  and  how  hard  it  is  for 


them  to  leave  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  without  some  friendly 
hand!  To  give  you  an  illustration:  About  three  months  ago  I  met 
a  priest  in  good  standing,  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church,  who  in 
the  past  was  successively  organist  of  several  Spanish  Cathedrals 
and  lately  of  the  Cathedral  of  San  Juan,  Porto  Rico.  He  was  here 
on  his  Bishop's  permission,  but  while  here  he  left  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church  and  married  a  young  lady  with  whom  he  had  some 
relations  before  in  Porto  Rico.  He  knows  very  little  English,  and 
in  spite  that  he  is  probably  one  of  the  greatest  experts  in  sacred 
music  and  plays  secular  music  as  well  as  a  professor,  I  could  not 
find  any  work  for  him.  I  gave  him  my  own  room  and  board,  but  when 
he  found  out  that  that  was  coming  from  my  own  salary,  he  went  to 
work  in  a  factory.  He  was  there  only  one  week  and  was  dismissed , 
probably  because  he  could  not  work  well.  There  are  also  in  my 
own  congregation  two  other  ex-priests,  both  working  in  factories. 
There  are  hundreds  of  them  and  some  men  and  women  who  could  be 
real  leaders  if  they,  like  Paul  did,  after  their  conversion  could 
have  two  or  three  years  of  retirement  among  some  friendly  and 
good  Christian  people.  Well,  I  know  that  you  are  very  busy  and 
I  will  not  write  a  long  letter,  but  I  have  material  to  write  a 
book.  J  too,  oases  that  will  break  the  hearts  of  the  hartest 
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Protestants* 

Allow  me  also  to  express  my  gratitude  for  the  last  message 
I  heard  you  preach  at  the  Fifth  Avenue  Presbyterian  Church  about 
the  Bible.  It  is  very  consoling  to  hear  a  man  like  you  whom  I  so 
deeply  love,  so  highly  esteem  and  so  fully  trust,  give  so 
opportune,  sober  and  constructive  words  about  what  the  Bible  was 
and  ought  to  be.  the  present  ouarrel  between  modernists  and 
fund ament ali st s  disgusts  me  deeply.  After  I  heard  you  I  thought 
a  great  deal  of  how  Spain  had  published  in  Spanish  and  even  in  my 
own  native  dialect,  Valencianist ,  the  whole  Bible  more  than 
seventy  years  before  [Tyndall  and  Luther  published  theirs  in 
English  or  in  German,  and  at  that  time  the  Bible  was  read  by  the 
average  Spaniard  as  much  as  it  is  today  by  the  average  American 
or  German,  and  that  was  the  Spain  that  flourished  and  built  up 
the  men  who  gave  so  apparent  international  prestige  to  Spain  in 
the  times  of  Charles  the  V  and  Philip  the  II.  I  consider  both 
the  greatest  calamity  to  Spain.  They  started  the  movement  against 
the  Bible,  but  if  the  failure  of  Spain  was  not  seen  at  that  time 
it  is  because  they  used  men  and  women  who  were  educated  two 
generations  or  one  generation  and  a  half  ago.  When  we  look  at 
the. Spain  of  Philip  the  III  and  Philip  the  IV  we  see  plainly  a 
...pain  in  decay  and  the  men  and  women  who  were  the  main  factors  at 
that  time  were  babiess  in  the  time  of  Charles  the  V  and  Philip 
°h®  II *  ^  think  I  ought  to  stop  though  I  could  also  prolong  this 

subject  a  great  deal.

My  dear  Dr.  Speer: 

I  am  writing  you  these  lines  from  the  town  of  Beethoven,  which 
has  become  this  summer  the  town  of  Karl  Barth*  After  a  long  spell  of  travel¬ 
ling  and  lecturing  I  have  come  at  last  to  the  academic  calm  of  this  old  town 
on  the  Rhine. 


I  think  I  told  you  before  leaving  New  York  that  it  was  my  in¬ 
tention  to  spend  part  of  my  furlough  in  Germany.  Two  things  have  brought 
me  here.  I  have  felt  for  some  time  the  need  of  knowing  German  for  the 
future  of  my  work.  I  have  also  been  deeply  interested  in  the  Barthian 
movement  -  and  have  wanted  to  spend  some  time  close  to  its  fountain  head. 
My  desire  has  been  fulfilled  this  spring.  Save  for  brief  absences  to  at¬ 
tend  conferences  in  Switzerland  and  England,  my  time  till  the  end  of  July 
will  be  taken  up  with  German  and  the  ® Theology  of  the  Word." 

^or  many  7ears  been  my  growing  conviction  that  one  of 

the  great  needs  of  our  generation  was  a  fresh  emphasis  upon  the  Divine 
aajestj  and  transcendence.  God  has  been  patronized®  Men  have  thought 
that  they  were  as  conversant  with  the  laws  of  His  grace  as  with  the  law 
of  electricity  and  could  oblige  Him  to  respond  to  their  rationalized  ap¬ 
proach.  The  result  has  been  a  vague  religiosity  in  some  circles  and 
an  absolute  relativism  in  others.  The  pretensions  of  an  idealistic 
monism  must  be  challenged  by  the  reaffirmation  in  the  language  of  our  time 
of  the  dualistic  realism  of  historic  Christianity.  Barth  has  thrown  down 
the  gauntlet  to  all  human  ideologies  and  bronght  men  face  to  face  with 
the  living  God  and  His  unique  revelation  of  Himself  and  His  will. 

Classes  began  in  the  University  a  fortnight  ago.  Barth 
lectures  five  days  a  week  and  holds  two  seminars  of  a  couple  of  hours 
each  on  Anselm  s  ®Cur  Deus  Home."  His  morning  lectures  are  at  7  A.m. 
and  one  has  to  be  there  in  good  time  to  get  a  decent  seat.  On  four 
mornings  his  subject  is  "Theological  Ethics",  and,  on  the  fifth,  it  is  the

it  is  here  that  he  has  been  chiefly  challenged  © 

‘three  hundred  theological  students  are  expected  in  Bonn 
this  summer®  They  are  coming  from  all  parts  of  Germany.  You  will  be 
interested  to  know  that  the  central  current  in  German  theological  thought 
today,  quite  apart  from  the  Barthian  Movement,  is  a  return  to  Luther  and 
the  Reformers.  Theologians  are  conscious  that  a  new  start  most  be  made 
after  a  hundred  years  of  Schleiermacher  and  his  followers.  A  similar 
movement  quite  independently,  apparently,  is  taking  place  in  French 
rroteataat  Theology,  where  Calvin  is  being  restudied  with  avidity.  All 
along  the  line  one  discerns  a  hunger  for  objectivity  and  the  real.

My  dear  Doctor  Speer: 

Appreciation  of  your  interests  and  your  influence,  which  led  me 
to  invite  you  to  become  a  Member  of  our  Rational  Committee,  now  leads 
me  to  write  you  again  -  to  report  notable  progress  achieved  and  to  ask 
your  help . 

From  all  over  the  world,  significant  people  have  written  hundreds 
of  letters  hailing  the  World  Fellowship  of  Faiths  as  ''unique,”  "urgently 
needed,”  "one  of  the  most  hopeful  rainbows  in  the  sky,"  "of  remarkable 
value  to  world  peace  and  human  happiness,"  "an  herculean  task"  -  "to 
save  our  civilization  from  collapse."

WHY  A  JEWISH  ARMY 

THE  demand  that  Jews  be  allowed  to  fight  as  Jews 
against  the  monster  of  all  civilization  is  supported 
by  the  following  arguments: 

A  Matter  of  The  Jews,  as  members  of  a  spe- 

National  Honor  cific  race,  nation  and  creed,  were 
the  first  target  and  victim  of 
Hitler’s  hatred  and  of  his  aggressive,  gangster-like 
policies.  The  honor  of  the  Jewish  people  dictates  that 
it  reply  blow  for  blow.  Future  generations  will  not 
forgive  the  present  Jewish  generation  if  it  will  not 
plunge  actively  into  this  world  struggle.  It  would, 
therefore,  be  the  most  painful  national  tragedy  for 
the  Jews  of  the  present  as  well  as  of  the  future  if 
Israel  were  to  be  denied  its  most  sacred  and  elementary 
right  to  fight  against  any  enemy  who  oppresses,  out¬ 
rages  and  exterminates  Jews. 

integral  Solution  of  Even  prior  to  the  outbreak 
the  Jewish  Problem  of  the  war,  the  Jewish  posi¬ 
tion  throughout  all  Central 
and  Eastern  Europe  was  economically  and  politically 
intolerable.  Even  should  the  war  end  with  an  Allied 
victory,  that  position  would  still  be  extremely  catas¬ 
trophic  and  hopeless — economically  and  politically — 
because  anti-Semitism  will  neither  be  abolished  nor 
alleviated.  On  the  contrary,  the  masses  will  accept  the 
most  aggressive  forms  of  this  international  disease 
which  cannot  be  cured,  but  must  be  cut  out  as  a 
cancer  at  its  very  root. 

Responsible  leaders  of  large  as  well  as  of  small 
nations  are  today  profoundly  concerned  with  the  eco¬ 
nomic  structure  of  the  post-war  world.  In  Europe, 
this  threatens  to  become  a  problem  of  life  and  death 
for  millions  and  the  various  governments  will  be  con¬ 
fronted  with  almost  insurmountable  difficulties  in 
seeking  the  solution.  There  is  not  the  slightest  chance 


that  the  six  or  seven  million  Jews  who  have  been 
ousted  from  their  economic  positions  will,  after  the 
war,  when  the  economic  structure  will  be  so  deeply 
disturbed,  suddenly  have  their  positions  restored  to 
them — to  the  disadvantage  of  those  gentiles  who  have 
received  them  or  assumed  they  have  inherited  them. 

The  post-war  anti-Semitic  slogan  will  be:  'The 
Jews  deserve  nothing  because  they  have  not  fought" 
although  Jews  will  have  fallen  on  all  battlefields. 
Yet,  the  Jews  want  to  fight  not  solely  for  the  restora¬ 
tion  of  their  economic  and  political  positions  in 
Europe,  but  primarily  to  solve  their  specific  problem 
— that  of  homelessness.  It  is  obvious  that  if  the  Jews 
fight  as  a  recognized  belligerent  nation,  the  problem 
of  Palestine  will  be  solved  to  their  advantage  in  the 
sense  that  the  country  will  develop  into  their  own 
state  and  it  will  absorb  all  those  multitudes  who  have 
been  squeezed  out  of  their  economic  structure  in 
Europe. 


Decisive  Help  on 
Certain  Fronts 


The  Jews  should  be  welcomed 
as  an  active  fighting  ally  be¬ 
cause  on  certain  fronts  in  the 


Near  East  and  North  Africa,  they  can  play  a  decisive 
role.  General  Wavells  victories  in  Libya  were  so 
quickly  eradicated  because  he  was  able  to  oppose 
the  Germans  and  Italians  with  only  "a  single  armored 
brigade  and  one  infantry  division.”  (Mr.  Churchill’s 
statement  in  the  House  of  Commons  on  May  7th 
1941.) 


The  Jews  are  capable  of  creating  an  army  of  a 
minimum  of  100,000  which  could  play  an  important, 
if  not  decisive,  role  on  the  fronts  of  Palestine,  Syria’ 
Iraq,  Egypt  and  Libya.  At  that,  it  should  be  taken 
into  consideration  that  a  Jewish  Army  of  only  100,000 
would  be  numerically  superior  to  all  the  combined 
armies  of  the  conquered  nations  which  fight  along¬ 
side  of  England.

A  second  important  element  in  the  Jewish  Army 
would  consist  of  Jewish  refugees  from  all  conquered 
nations — men  who  are  eager  not  only  to  fight  for  the 
freedom  of  man  but  also  to  avenge  their  own  catas¬ 
trophe.  Apart  from  this,  there  will  be  many  Jewish 
volunteers  from  America  as  well  as  from  other  free 
countries.

"I  say  that  the  privilege  of  fighting  a  rear-guard 
action  in  defense  of  one’s  home  is  a  privilege  not 
lightly  to  be  dismissed.  The  Jews,  knowing  the 
danger,  still  demand  that  privilege.  Knowing  Hit¬ 
ler,  who  can  blame  them?  Who  can  deny  them? 

"We  in  America  could  have  denied  the  British 
that  right — to  fight  for  their  own  homes — had  we 
held  our  hands  and  refused  to  send  them  Springfield 
rifles  when  they  came  back  from  Dunkirk  without 
arms.  We’ve  done — and  not  done —  other  things 
— but  thank  God  we  did  not  do  that  to  them. 

"We  in  America  have  a  national  policy  that 
makes  this  country  the  arsenal  of  democracy,  the 
supplier  of  those  who  fight  for  their  lives  against 
our  enemies  and  for  our  cause.  This  is  no  longer 
Britain’s  problem — arming  the  Jews  in  Palestine — 
because  it  is  too  late.  It  is  now  our  problem.  Just 
as  the  war  abroad  has  long  since  ceased  to  be  Brit¬ 
ain’s  war  and  has  become  our  war.”

"The  attempt  to  call  the  Arab  tribes  to  revolt  on 
the  side  of  Britain,  will  fail.  In  the  Arabian  world 
Great  Britain  has  pursued  a  completely  unclear 
policy.  Her  worst  mistakes  have  been  her  consistent 
appeasement  of  Arab  terrorists,  particularly  in  re¬ 
spect  to  the  Jewish  homeland  in  Palestine.  Britain 
should  either  have  supported  the  Jewish  homeland, 
and  armed  it,  and  made  it  perfectly  clear  that  she 
intended  what  she  said,  or  she  should  never  have 
started  it.  The  very  people  who  are  now  conspiring 
with  the  Germans  and  Italians  against  her  in  Iraq 
and  elsewhere  in  Arabia  are  terrorist  chieftains 
whom  she  herself  encouraged. 

She  has  refused  to  arm  the  Jewish  settlers,  al¬ 
though  they  would  have  raised  an  army  of  every 
Palestinian  youth  to  fight  for  Britain. 

These  Palestinian  Jews  are  men  who  left  pro¬ 
fessions,  re-made  their  own  bodies,  broke  stones  on 
roads,  irrigated  deserts,  paid  and  paid  heavily  for 
every  scrap  of  land,  and  have  soil  made  with  their 
own  hands  to  defend.  The  British  attitude  has  been 
that  they  would  be  with  her  anyhow  and  therefore 
it  was  necessary  to  placate  the  Arabs,  none  of  whom 
incidentally  has  lost  anything  from  the  Palestinian 


experiment.  But  not  a  word  is  said  about  Palestine, 
and  again  the  issue  is  confused,  for  it  was  the  brutal’ 
persecution  of  the  Jews  that  first  awoke  the  con¬ 
science  of  the  world  against  Hitler.”

Commander  Oliver  Locker-Lampson,  member  of 
the  English  Parliament,  recently  wrote  to  the  Man¬ 
chester  Guardian  demanding  the  establishment  of 
a  Jewish  army  of  a  million  men.  This  would  have 
decisive  influence  upon  the  outcome  of  the  war, 


in  which  the  Near  East  and  Palestine  constitute  a 
key  position. 

Commander  Locker-Lampson  declared  that  "the 
Jews,  just  as  other  nations,  are  entitled  to  defend 
themselves,  and  in  order  to  prevent  their  being  for¬ 
gotten  after  the  war,  it  is  not  too  late  to  right  the 
wrong  which  has  been  committed  towards  them  by 
not  permitting  the  creation  of  their  own  army,  on 
the  same  basis  as  the  Czechs,  Poles  and  Free  French. 
Perhaps  this  army,”  concluded  Commander  Locker- 
Lampson,  "could  include  as  high  as  a  million 
soldiers  and  fight  at  the  side  of  England,  in  and 
around  Palestine,  like  brothers  upon  the  battlefield.”

Y.,  Commander  Locker-Lampson  wired:  "Hoping 
some  day  to  be  with  you  in  person  to  promote 
common  ideals  and  legitimate  aspirations.”

We  take  the  liberty  to  request  that  you  join  the  Committee  for 
a  Jewish  Army  along  with  many  other  distinguished  figures  in 
American  life. 

This  non-sectarian  and  non-partisan  Committee  aspires  to  bring 
about,  by  legal  means  and  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  foreign 
policy  of  the  United  States,  the  formation  of  a  Jewish  Army, 
based  on  Palestine,  which  will  fight  for  the  survival  of  the 
Jewish  people  and  the  preservation  of  Democracy,  side  by  side 
with  Great  Britain  and  the  Allied  Nations. 

Fighting  as  an  entity,  the  Jews  will  thus  take  the  wind  out  of 
the  anti-Semitic  sails,  furnishing  the  conclusive  proof  that 
what  they  want  is  not  to  draw  the  United  States  into  war,  but 
to  be  allowed  to  fight  themselves  against  the  monster  of  all  civ¬ 
ilization.

Dear  Friend 

IS  NOT  THIS  WAR  THE  GREATEST  CHALLENGE  EVER  GIVEN  BY  GOD  TO  HIS  CHURCH? 

If  the  challenge  is  met  worthily,  will  not  the  Pastors  have  to  take 
the  primary  place  in  leading  their  members  into  that  attitude  of  faith  and 
obedience  where  God  can  release  His  power  through  them?  Are  the  Pastors  ready 
to  do  this?  Can  not  a  great  deal  be  done  to  help  many  of  them  to  meet  it  more 
fully  than  they  are  now  doing? 

For  several  years  one  of  my  main  convictions  has  been  the  urgent  need 
of  a  National  College  for  Pastors,  where  they  could  come  for  a  week  or  two  at 
a  time  for  spiritual  refreshment,  instruction  and  rededication.  The  Episcopal 
Churoh  has  such  a  College  for  its  own  Pastors  at  Vtashington,  D.C.  Bishop  Free¬ 
man,  of  Washington  writes  me,  saying;  "I  believe  it  would  be  INFINITELY  PRO¬ 
FITABLE  to  every  one  of  our  Communions  to  have  such  a  College.”  Would  it  not 
be  better  still  to  have  one  or  more  INTERDENOMINATIONAL  COLLEGES  for  PASTORS? 

If  one  were  established,  might  it  not  prove  so  valuable  that  it  would  be  clear¬ 
ly  evident  whether  others  should  be  added? 

There  is  a  good  Educational  Plant  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  formerly  occupied 
by  Xenia  Theological  Seminary,  which  has  now  merged  with  Allegheny  Seminary. 
This  Plant  is  now  unused.  St.  Louis  is  centrally  located.  East  and  West,  as 
well  as  North  and  South.  More  than  half  of  the  pastors  in  America  could  go 
there  in  their  own  cars  or  those  of  other  pastors .  By  leaving  their  own  pul¬ 
pits  for  one  Sunday,  they  could  spend  ten  days  in  this  place,  under  the  best 
spiritual  leadership  in  America,  facing  up  to  the  needs  of  the  world,  and  the 
promises  of  God,  and  coming  to  some  definite  decisions  about  their  own  future 
lives  and  ministry.  ]%■  own  belief  is  that  many  hundreds  of  them  each  year  oan 
be  led  to  such  new  vision,  consecration  and  purpose,  as  would  multiply  their 
power  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of  our  times.  As  they  return  to  their  own 
communities  they  would  carry  their  new  visions  and  share  them  with  other 
pastors.  Thus  -would  tens  of  thousands  of  members  of  our  Churches  all  over 
America  be  challenged  to  the  kind  of  life  to  which  Christ  is  calling  us  all 
in  this  day  of  unprecedented  opportunity. 

Ihis  complete  Educational  Plant  in  Ste  Louis,  housing  60  or  more  men, 
and  valued  at  $150,000.,  can  be  purchased  for  $40,000.  according  to  the  public 
statement  made  by  Dr.  John  MoNaugher  recently,  the  President  of  the  Institution 
that  ovns  the  property.  It  is  possible  that  it  could  be  rented  for  a  year, 
with  an  option  to  purchase.  I  believe  that  St.  Louis  people  would  give  at 
least  ^10,000.  toward  this  project,  if  it  were  laid  before  them  properly.  A 
current  expense  Budget  of  at  least  $30,000.  a  year  would  be  necessary  to  handle 
the  College.  Should  not  this  situation  be  seized  and  used?  The  projected  WAR 
BUDGET  of  the  U.S.  for  the  coming  year  is  equal  to  about  $100,000.  per  MINUTE* 
For  less  than  one  half  of  this  amount  we  could  put  this  plan  into  operation. 
Would  this  not  be  a  worthwhile  investment?  I  am  willing  to  give  my  own  time 
and  strength  to  carrying  out  the  plan  if  it  can  be  financed.  Do  you  think  it 
should  be  done?  Is  there  any  way  you  can  help  to  bring  it  about?
